THE “POST-DISPATCH” CLEVELAND INVI- 
TATION LEAVES FOR THE CAPITAL. 


The Big Book Taken on’Change To-Day and 
Inspected by the Merchants—It is Now on 
Exhibition on Olive Street—The Mayor 
and a Select Delegation to Go to Wash- 
ington in a Special Car To- Morrow Night. 


The binding of the popular invitation to 
President Cleveland was completed at noon 
to-day, and shortly after that hour Festus J. 
Wade, Secretary of the Aus. Gast 
Bank Note and  Lithographing Com- 
pany, took it on Change. The 
merchants crowded about it and expressed 
their admiration of it in extravagant terms. 
Some insisted on looking for their names, but 
as the leaves which it took days to clean were 
in danger of being resoiled in the inspection, 
the privilege was finally denied. The curious 
had their curiosity pretty well satisfied, 
though, by the inspection of the outer cover 
of the book. 

When 1 o’clock came the book was taken in 
charge by Mr, Wade, who, accompanied by a 
select guard 5 honor, took it up Olive street 
and placed it in the corner show window of 
Barr’s establishment on Sixth and Olive 
streets. Here it was carefully arranged in an 
upright position with a mirror behind it, so 
that both sides of it could be seen from the 
street. A card placed beside it announced its 
nature, and the fact that it contained 40,000 
signatures. 

THE BINDING 

of the big book isthe most costly and elegant 
that could have been devised. The covers are 
of red oak, beautifally carved. On the front 
in bold relief is a picture of the big bridge. 
with the city of St. Louis in the distance. Just 
below the bridge in the right-hand corner is a 
copy of the seal of St. Louis. Above the 
bridge is the inscription, ‘‘To President 
Cleveland and Wife.’’ 
The back cover has engraved on itaring, 
within which, 1m relief, is a picture of the St. 
Louis Court-house. Above is the date, 1887. 
At the four corners ot the cover, on back and 
front, are heavy buttons of silver on which the 
book restsand by which the carving is pro- 
tected from scratches. 
The back of the book isof handsome heavy 
French calf. 
The elasp which holds the two covers to- 
gether is a beautiful piece of work. It is of 
solid silyer, cut into the monogram ‘‘G. C.,’’ 
nearly six Inches long. Within the cover is 
bound in white moire antique. In the center 
of the front cover on the insideis a heavy 
plate of solid silver bearing the inscription:

The remainder of 
the slate will probably de sent to the Council 
to-night, as it has been given ont that Street 
Commissioner Turner and Sewer Oom- 
missioner MoMath will be confirmed to-night, 
if Mr. Duross is in attendance. 
Mr. Duross is Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Improvements 
to which the nominations were referred. He 
has been prevented from attending the com- 
mittee meetings on account of sickness in his 
family. As his vote will decide the fate of the 
nominations he has requested his fellow-com- 
mitteemen to withhold them until he is able to 
be present. If Gen. Turner’s name is 
confirmed all the other, nominations will 
be confirmed without opposition. Mayor 
Francis was at work on the remainder of his 
slate to-day. Thos. J, Furlong is said to 
stand a good chance of being named for Com- 
missioner of Public Buildings. Superin- 
tendent Thos.

The Elevated Road. 


The bill authorizing the St. Louls Blevated 
Cable Railway Company to construct a double 
track from the west side of Grand svenue, in 
city block No. 2287, to a point just north of 


Forest Park Cottage,is before the House of 
Delegates Railroad Committee this afternoon. 
The road is to be elevated from the point 
where it strikes the eastern terminus 
of the Narrow Gauge Railroad, near 
Grand avenue, to its western terminus, 
The bill provides for either cable or electricity 
motive power. The work is to be begun within 
six months from the date ofthe passage of the 
ordinance. It also provides that beginning at 
the initial point at the west side of Grand av- 
enue, it run thence by double track in a 
southwardly direction on Grand av- 
enue to Olive street, where it may 
connect its trecks with the tracks of 
the Missouri Railroad Company, and also to 
run from the initial point in a northwesterl 
direction to Lucas avenue, at which point it 
may connect its tracks with the Lindell Rail- 
way Company, the eastern line to be on sur- 
face tracks, 


New Buildings. 


A. F. Brownell took out a permit to-day to 
build aetore and dwelling on the north side 
of Kossuth avenue, between Grand and Peck 
avenues, to cost $3,000.

the bill for an increase of taxation in the new 
limits. The property-holders of the Twenty- 
opposed to the bill 
providing for an increase of 2% cents 
on the $100. ‘‘We are not opposed to 
any reasonable increase of tax,’’said Delegate 
Stone to-day, ‘‘but we are opposed to any 
such an increase as this.’’ Mr. Stone will 
probably be outvoted on this measure, how- 
ever, as Comptroller Campbell explains that 
the bill means a reduction of $90,000 in taxes 
in the old limits, a proposition which the rep- 
resentatives from the old limite will support.

Merchants’ Terminal Bill.

THE MURDOCK MURDER. 


— — —' 


& NET OF CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 
BEING WOVEN AROUND AMSDEN. 


J. W. Gubernator Recognizes Him as a Man 
He Knew Under the Name of Louis A, 
Osborne—This Name Found on Amsden’s 
Effects—Detective O'Neill Thinks He Is 
an Army Deserter—Identification of a 
Revolver Needed. 


The investigation of the murder of John 
Murdock in Osrondelet Wednesday night is 
gradually developing a net of circumstantial 
evidence that is being woven about Louis 
Amsden. The murder was committed in an 
old tent on the banks of the River des Peres 
Amsden and his wife 
were occupants of a cabin boat tied near 
the spot where the murder was com- 


mitted and were arrested on suspicion 


of having killed the man. To-day J. W. Gub- 
ernator, an old man living at No. 1616 Gratiot 
street, called on Chief of Police Huebier and 
asked to be permitted to see the prisoner, as 
he thought he was probably one L. 4. be- 
borne, whom he had known a couple of years 
ago while living near Benton Station on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. Gubernator was 


taken down into the holdover, and when 


shown the man immediately identified him as 


the L. A. Osborne he had known. The pris- 


oner denied having ever seen the old man be- 


fore. Gubernator was positive, however, in 


his identification. He said that he lived 
ar Benton Station and Osborne boarded 
ith him for some three months. This was 


two or two and a halt years ago. At the time 
Osborne attempted to rob him, and when 
Gubernator refused to submit, drew a rifle on 


him to drive him out of the house. Then he 
had Gubernator arrested on a peace 


warrant, the case coming up before Justice 
Oampbell of Rock 2 — Osborne robbed 
the house of Mr. McOlerkin; afterward Os- 
borne stole a team of horses from Mc- 
Clerkin and left the county. McOlerkin and 
his landlord Buchanan followed him for some 
time, but finally lost the trail.

Huebler, and was taken down into the held- 
over to see the prisoner. When Clark came 
before him Osborne got very nervous and 
could be seen to tremble. The lawyer imme - 
diately pronounced him to be Osborne, but 
the prisoner turned hia head and said he had 
never seen Clark before. Clark told Chief 
Huebler that he had brought the suit against 
Gubernator for Osborne before Jus- 
tice Campbell, but had never re- 
ceived his fee, as while it was 
— the prisoner stole a team of horses 

elonging to McOlerkin or Buchanan and left 
the country. Clark and Buchanan followed 
him for some distance but lost his trail.

The police no longer doubt that Osborne is 
the name of the prisoner, as the di 
found on him contained this name an 
his watch and a gold ring worn by his wife 
bear the initials, ‘‘L. A. O.“ He claimed t hat 
this was the name of a cousin of his who had 
been in the army and whose name was Louis 
Amsden Osborne, but the articles found in 
his possession and his positive identification 
by Gubernator and Clark prove beyond ques- 
tion that he is L. A. Osborne. 

CHIEF OF DETECTIVES O’NEII 
thinks it more than likelw that the fellow is 
also a deserter from the army and neither he 
nor Chief Hubeler have the slightest 
doubt about having the right man arrested 
for the murder. This morning they h@ an 
old musket discharged to see what effect it 
would have on the weapon. It left an unmis- 
takable stain and there was no ques- 
tion but what it will be visi- 
ble for several days at least, 
Amsden claims. to have discharged 


his double - barreled shot un at 


the supposed murderers of old man Murdoch, 
but there is nothing about the weapon to show 
that it has been fired off in a week. Other 
men who heard the fatal shot fired 
state positively that there was only one 
report, which also shows that Amsden did 
not fire at the murderers as he claims. A 
great deal now rests on the identification of 
the revolver found near the tent where the old 
man lay sleeping when he was killed. It is 
unguestionably the weapon with which 
he was shot, but both Anderson and 
his wife claim to have never seen it 
before. Sergt. McNamee has gone down the 
Iron Mountain road to Crystal City with the 
revolver to see if he cannot have it identified. 
He will make inquiries all the way from there 
to this city in hopes of discovering some- 
one who can recognize the weapon. If 
it can be shown that Amsden. or Osborne, 
owns it, there will be a very strong case 
against him, and about all that will then re- 
main will be'to discover a motive for the mur - 
der. If someone can be found who knows 
the murdered mana motive can probably be 
learned, but as yet none can be shown 
for the killing. The police are keepin 
Amsden and his wife separated, an 
are in hopes of yet obtaining a con. 
fession from the woman. They tell the story 
of the killing in a remarkably similar manner, 
only one or two slight variances be the 
officers have so far been able to Fain from 
their ‘‘pumping.’’

_ UNDER THE CRIMES BILL.

dee Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lobo, May 20.—The following are pas- 
‘gages of the first clause of the crimes bill, as 
- brought in and as amended, which complete it 
with the portion sent yesterday as brought in. 
**Section 8.—A witness examined under 
this section shall not be excused from an- 
swering any question on the ground that 
his answer thereto. may criminate or 
tend to criminate himself, but any statement 
made by any person in auswer to any 
question put to him on any examination under 
this section, shall not, except in case of in- 
dictment or other criminal proceedings for 
perjury, be admissible in evidence against 
him in any proceedings, civil or criminal. 
4. The magistrate who conducts the 
examination under this section, of the person 
concerning any offense shall not, if such 
offense is punishable on summary conviction, 
take part in the hearing and determination of 
the charge for that offense, and shall not, if 
auch offense is an indictable offense, take part 
in committing for trial such person for such 
offense.’’ 
THE AMENDED SECTION. 
The following is a continuation of the sec- 
tion as amended. ‘A witness ex- 
ed under this section shall 
— ie, be excused from answering any 
queation on the ground that his answer 
thereto may criminate or tend to criminate 
himself, provided that a witness who answers 
truly all questions which he is requred to 
answer shall be entitied to a certificate 
of indemnity under the hand of the 
magistrate making such examination, stating 
that such witness has so answered, and such 
certificate of indemnity shall be a bar to all 
criminal proceedings and proceedings for the 
recovery of any penaltv in respect of any 
offense as to which such person has been ex- 
amined in such inquiry. 

N. B.—The answer by any person to any 

question put at such examination shall not, 
except in case of any criminal proceedings for 
perjury committed at or after holding of such 
inquiry, be, in any proceeding, civil or erimi- 
mal, admissible in evidence against such per- 
gon, or the husband or wife of such person. 

**©,.—If any person has been charged with the 
commission of any crime which is the subject 
of inquiry, no person shall be compelled to 
answer. who has been called to give evidence 
for such accused person. 

‘*D.—Except with the consent of the person 
under examination, no person other than the 
magistrate or other official persons shall be 
present at such inquiry. 

THE MAGISTRATE’S AUTHORITY. 
#6, The magistrate who conducts the ex- 
amination, under this section, of persons, 
concerning any offense, shall not, ifsuch of- 
fence is punishable on summary conviction, 
take part inthe hearing or determination of 
any charge for tnat offense, and shall not, 
if such offense is an indictable 
Offense, take part in the committing for 
trial of such person for such Offense, or hear 
ing, or determination summarily, or the tak- 
ing of deposition against and committing for 
trial of any person charged, either in con- 
junction with such person or separately, as 

“principal or accessary iu the commission of 

such offense. 

THE WITNESS’ PRIVILEGES. 

. A witness who is examined under this 
section shall not be required to answer any 
question which he might legally refuse to 
answer on the ground ofprivilege, if he were 
examined as witness at the trial of an accused

g. In case any witness under this section 
shall not speak English, the interpreter em- 
ployed shall not bé a policeman. 

**9, The Lord Lieutenant shall cause to be 
published in the Dublin Gazette once in every 
quarter, a return of all persons who have been 
committed to prison at any inquiry held under 
this clause, and who may be still detained in 
prison on any date, one week preceding each 
such publication. Such return shall contain 
the name, address and description of 
each prisoner, together with the date of his 
commitment, the cause of committal and, if 
he was subsequently brought up for examina- 
tion, the date on which he was last re- 
manded.’’ 

PARNELL IN THE HOUSE.

THE COMMERCIAL UNION. 

TORONTO, Ontario, May 20.—The question of 
Commercial Union commenced by the Board 
of Trade ofthis city last week, was resumed 
last night, and a vote was taken at a late hour. 
The resolution, as carried, sets forth that the 
Board is of opinion that the true policy of 
enlightened nations in their commercial 
intercourse is the maintenance of a 
friendly And generous spirit, and to avoid all 
irritating conditions; that neither, in its trade 
nor other relations, should any cause of 
strife exist between the two countries; that 
the Board believes that a commercial treaty 
creditable and advantageous alike to both 
parties can be framed in such a spirit of fair- 
ness as will afford the best guarantee for 
its perpetuity, and that the Board is 
in favor of employing all laudable means to 
secure an end so much to be desired, but that 
it disapproves of any proposal to discriminate 
against Great Britain, whose protection the 
country enjoys, and under whose watchful 
and fostering care the people have come to 
occupy an enviable position among the na- 
tions of the earth. ;

Congressman Smalls Says There Is No 
Chance for the Republicans.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 20.—Robert Smalls, 
the colored Congressman from South Carolina, 
is in Washington in connection with his con- 
tested election case in the Fifty Congress. Mr. 
Smalls said last evening that he had taken a 
mass of testimony showing that many of his 
votes were thrown out illegally without being 
counted, that the negro voters, besides being 
defrauded of their votes, were intimidated,and 


that 600 of the votes which would be counted for 
Mr. Eiliot, his opponent, who was declared 
elected, were cast in another district, and 
were therefore illegal. He says he can prove 
that he got 7,000 legal votes, while Elliot 
claims only 6,000,and many of those were 
illegal. Mr. Smalls was accredited with about 
5, votes, so even if he is not credited with 
those that were thrown out, he claims that 
enough of the 6,000 cast for Elliott were illegal 
and would insure Elliot’s defeat. Speaking 
of politics generally he said that he did not 
think it was possible for the Republicans to 
break the solid South as long as the election 
laws remain as they are. Ihere may be 
some trouble for the Democrats in Virginia. 
I don’t know, but they have all the other 
Southern States in their control.’’

TWO BIDS THAT WERE REMARKABLE FOR 
THEIR IDENTITY. 


The City Paid Only 1.99 Cents Per Line Last 
Year, and Now it Must Pay 7—Register 
Tracy Believes There Is a Collusion—How 
the Republican and Chronicle Bulled 
Their Prices—An Ordinance Easy of In- 
terpretatien—The Award Will Probably 
Not Be Ratified. 


Should the City Council confirm the award 
made yesterday by the City Register for the 
city printing the coming year to the Mis- 
souri Republican, the city itself and 
its taxpayers will be out somewhere 
in the neighborhood of $30,000. The fact, too, 
will be due to the rather fine interpretation of 
the ordinance providing for the advertisement 
of the letting of contracts foi the city print- 
ing. 

When the noon hour arrived yesterday Reg- 
ister Tracy found only two bidders on the 
printing awaiting him at his office; that is, on- 
ly two fromthe English papers. This was 
doubtless due to the fact that the adver- 
tisement for the bids was placed only in one 
paper, the Chronicle, although the wording of 
the ordinance would convey the idea rather 
strongly that it provided thatthe advertise- 
meni be placed in all the newspapers of a cer- 
tain circulation published in the city. 

When the bids were opened they were found 
to be from the Republican and the Chronicle 
andthey were remarkable for two things: 
First, because the bids per line were 

GREATLY IN EXCESS 


of former bids and had only % cent difference 
between the, mand second because the bids per 
page for pamphlets containing ordinances, 
municipal proceedings and Board of Public 
Improvements ee were identical—a 
thing unprecedented in bids on city printing. 

The Republican’s bid was as follows: Per 
agate line, 7cents; Municipal 8 45 
cents; ordinance pamphlets, cents, and 
Bourd of Public Improvements pamphlets, 55 
cents per page. The Chronicle’s bid was, as 
said before, identical .with that of the 
Republican in the last three items, but was 7% 
cents per agate line, Another feature of the 
affair, and one which struck the Register as 
being equally remarkable was this: Both 
bids were written by a type-writer, 
both worded almost 2 and 
the only variation in the figures was the frac- 
tion , which was added to the ‘‘7’’ in the 
Chronicle’s bid in ink. That is the figures 
were the same in both bids as ty written, 
and the ' added in ink to the ‘‘7’’ in 
that of the Chronicle, evidéntly as 
an afterthought. Of course, the Register, 
having opened the bids, had nothing to do but 
award the work tothe lower, the Republican, 
seal the bids up, and turn them over 
to the Clerk of the Council, who 
will submit them to that body to-night. 
And here is where the city and the tax-payer 
is interested. The Chronicle last year bid on 
the city printing and their bid, which was the 
lowest, was rejected by the Council. On the 
occasion ofthe second bid, which had to be 
re-advertized 

UNDER THE ORDINANCE, 
the Chronicle’s bid was 1.99 cents per line, 
and 45, 60 and 50 cents per page for ten Munici- 
pal, orlinance and improvements pamphlets 
respectively. This bid captured the contract 
and it was approved by the Council. 

One year’s work at this rate has or will cost 
the city in the neighborhood of $15,000. This 
is the Register's estimate, although an esti- 
mate of this work is hard to make. The Re- 
publican’s bid of yesterday was7 cents 
per line, or nearly four times 
that of the Chronicle’s bid ot 
last year. The meaning of this is that the city 
will pay a trifle over 5cents for every line of 
matter printed the coming year more .than it 
paid last year. The Chronicle’s ac- 
count on the ledger of the

contracted to do its printing. 

It is not believed that the Council will ratify 
the award, and that the bids will 1 be 
readvertised, as other papers will probably 
hand in lower bids than those opened by Mr. 
Tracy yesterday.

A SPLENDID AUDIENOE ENJOYS THE PRO- 
DUCTION OF MB. DIERKES’ PLAY, |

Lovely Toilets Shown in the House— The 
Performance of the Play—Incidents of 
the Event—The Cast. | 


The Grand Opera- house sparkled last even- 
ing. It was a huge bouquet of the picked 
roses of the town. One could not toss a paper 
ball without striking a distinguished party of 
one kind oranother; society leader, belle, 
beau, litterateur, musician, professional man 
or merchant. The performance of Mr. Ber- 
nard Dierkes“ new play The Empress“ 
seemed to have bronght the biggest part of 
the town to the theater. A dall could 
not have discovered more beautiful 
women in lovelier toilets than those which 
were banked in the parquette, dress circle and 
boxes. It was certainly a charming house and 
Mr. Dierkes could not have had a finer jury to 
pass upon his production. 

To say that the performance was received 
with cordial approval goes without saying. 
The audience went to appreciate, and they 
did so to their hearts’ content. The 
author was received with a burst of 
applatse which was distributed also liberally 
among his assistants, while Miss Maria T. 
Hopkins the etar of the evening, was loaded 
with commendation and flowers. The audi- 
ence knew its duty and never faltered in the 
discharge of it. It sat almost unbroken until 
nearly 12.0’cloek listening attentively to the 
history of Maria Theresa’s struggle for the 
Austrian Empire and herthrone against tho 
combined powers of Europe. 

Mr. Dierkes hag certainly chosen a most 
fascinating figure and a most entrancing 
episode of history for his play. The 
lovely Empress of Austria, her splendid 
work for her country and the enthusiasm and 
devotion which she aroused, resulting in a 


United Empire, are themes which tempt the 
novelist, dramatist and historian. Mr. Dierkes 
has constructed a thoroughly historical drama, 
in that he is content with representing purely 
political events and with putting into the 
mouths of his characters little outside of po- 
litical discussion. The Pragmatic Sanction of 
Charles VI. of Germany was frequently on the 
tongues of the statesmen in the play, and 
everyone was a statesman except Dr. Hav- 
ersack, who wanted to be one but was 
not allowed to be. There was, er- 

one rather essential feature 

drama somewhat negiected by 
the author. The proper people were intro- 
duced, they made their exits and entrances 
and the dialogue was amply provided for, but 
he almost forgot his dramatic situations. The 
climaxes ofthe piece were but faintly accent- 
uated and were entirely of a political, speech- 
maki nature. He simply follows the 
queen s career from her accession to the 
throne tothe gaining of the adherence of the 
Hungarian nobles. The only sentiment which 
is woven into the play is that of devotion 
to country aud Impress which brings 
the motives into a narrow limit and 
allows of only the smallest ameunt of 
neue f human interest. A bit of romance 
wisted into the plot, or some personal hero- 
ism more marked and effective than that of 
Boskay, with a — comedy element, would 
doubtiess vastly improve the play. 

The statement that dramatic situations were 
negiected should be modified somewhat. Bos- 
kay, the Hungarian noble, whe is instru- 
mental in gaining over his countrymen, saves 
the Empress’ life by a terrible battle with two 
Prussian officers who attacked her. One 
might question the propriety of allowing the 
Empress to roam unattended in a garden 
where Prussian officers in full uniform were 
prowling in search of her, but an 
act of heroism was * — however 
for Boskay and the impropriety and 
carelessness of the court officials should be 

ardoned on the score of dramatic emergency. 

heir absence at that moment was necessary. 
It was just the situation needed also by Boskay, 
who had been guilty of the grossest breach of 
ettiquette in retaining his hat on his head 
when presented tothe Empress. This; too, 
may be called a dramatic emergency owing to 
the fact that his wig followed his hatin every 
attempt to doff the former, and the emergenc 
was met by the gallant nobleman afterwar 
by holding his wig every time he took off his 
hat. He atoned for thig shortcoming, how- 
ever, by making a most terrific on- 
slaught on the Empress’ enemies which drove 
them into the wings and sent their swords 
Aying. Among other dramatic situations may 
be mentioned, perhaps, the fainting of the 
Empress, the visions of Peace and War and 
the address of Boskay to the Hungarians, the 
Allegiance ofthe Austrians, of the Hungar- 
lans and the fall of Dr. Haversack. 

The comedy element was furnished almost 
entirely by the aged physician of the 
Empress, who was possessed of the 
idea that he was a eritic his- 
torlan and statesman, and persisted in 
2 his latest manuscript to everyone he 
met. The fun consisted in his constant and 
open snubbing by everyone to the point of in- 
sult, which heamiably took dy referring ta 
each offense as ‘‘a very doubtiul compli- \ 
ment. Nothing short of the toe of a boot 
vigorously applied could have overcome this 
lack ot acuteness in the physician. The come- 
dy hit of the evening was made when the 
Queen’s maid, Miss Bertha Westbrook, top- 
pled the venerable gentleman from a bench on 
which he was making love to her.

THE MARINE MONSTER, 
Adirondack Murray Sees and Describes the 
Sea Serpent.

Boston, May to. -W. H. H. Murray has solved 
the sea-serpent mystery on Lake Champlain 
and his solution will perhaps apply to many 
along-shore mysteries of the same sort. He 
writes as follows: Going to my front door 
last Friday morning I found many people with 
more or less excitement looking at the lake. 
I asked a teamster opposite my door what was 
the cause of it. He replied that the sea ser- 


pent was in the bay: Isaid; ‘‘Have you seen 
him?’’ He replied that he had, and 
that it had only juat sunk from view and would 
soon possibly reappear. The words were 
hardly uttered before he polated frantically 
toward the lake andsaid: ‘‘There he is! there 
he is!’’ and sure enough, rightin front of me, 
not two miles away, the lake being poaroely 
rippled, the air clear as plate-glass, I behel 
the sea serpent, and I must say that she spec- 
tacle was truly a most startling one. in my 
wanderings have chanced to see some 
strange things, and had cause to note some of 
the deceits that nature can practice on the 
senses, but I am free to say that I never saw 
on land or sea an appearance more startling 
than I saw n Burlington Bay in 
front of my house last Friday morning.

The first thought of in- 
credulity, as I stood gasing at it before I took 
my glass, arose from the fact of the exceeding 
rapidity with which it was moving. Nobody, 
Isaid to myself, could ever move through 
the water as fast as that thing was going.

A LABOR RIOT. 


STRIKING HUNGARIAN MINERS MAKE A 
BRUTAL ASSAULT ON COKE WORKERS, 


1 Stocks, 


4 Number of Men Injured and a Large 
Amount of Property Destroyed—Further 
Trouble Feared—The Conspiracy Charge 
in Chicago—Short-Lived Strike of Street- 
Car Drivers—Labor News. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., May 20,—A serious phase in 
the coke strike at Everson, Pa., was developed 
this morniug, when a mob of 800 miners, 
marching in a body, and generally armed 
with bludgeons, suddenly appeared in the 
coke yard at the Jimtown works of Col. 


hoonmaker. Without warning they made a 

vage attack on a little knot of men who were 
engaxed in drawing out the coke from the 
ovens there. This coke has been in the 
ovens since the strike commenced, and some 
eight or ten laborers had been eng to 
draw itout. While so engaged the mob sud- 
denty rushed in on them and brutally attacked 
them. Such of the laborers as conid not escape 
were cruelly beaten, one man having both 
arms broken and being, 80 analy kicked that 
his life is despaired of. men altogether 
were beaten very — * * 1 the barrows 
and tools used in the wo were destroyed by 
the mob.

FOUND IN A WELL. 


A Circular Pit Near Sinclairville Discovered 
Full of Human Bones. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

JAMESTOWN, N. T., May 20.—In opening a 
well near Sinclairville yesterday, workmen 
came upon a quantity of stone implements, 
and, extending the investigation, a circular 
pit, six feet in diameter, was uncovered, filled 
with human bones.

Further up the blade was the representation 
of a human hand surrounded by the words, 
A Paris. No date was given. A human 
Skull was found a little removed from them. 
The bones of the lower jaw were found well- 

reserved and a portion of the up pper jaw and 
he teeth and the upper part of the skull. 
The skull was evidently that of a middle-aged 
person, possibly an Indian.

ST. LOUIS TERMINALS, 


AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE OF MER- 
CHANTS AND RAILROAD MEN. 


President Strong of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe Favors the New Bridge—A Most 
Advantageous Plan Suggested by Him— 
The Fixed Charges and Expenses to 
Be Guaranteed by the Roads Using the 
New Bridge—The Central Missouri, and 
C., B. & Q. Favorable to the Plan—Big 
Advantages Offered to St. Louis. 


A most important conference was held 
Wednesday between the gentlemen interested 
in the Merchant’s Bridge & Terminal Com- 
pany. President W. B. Strong of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe and 
the officials of the Central Missouri 
railroad. The conference was an informal 
one, and was heldin President Strong’s room 
at the Southern Hotel. On the part of the 
Terminal Company were Seth W. Cobb, Mayor 
Francis, Maj. CO. O0. Rainwater. Mr. 
John D. Perry was present in the 
interest of both the new bridge and the Cen- 
tral Missouri, while the other gentlemen, ap- 
pearing for the Central Missouri, were Mr. 
Frank ©. Hollins, Vice President and 
the Vanderbilt broker in New York 
and Mr. G. Hilton Scribner, who 
is one of the chief advisers of the Vanderbilt 
interests. The conference was forthe pur- 
pose of talking over the question of terminals 
here and the new bridge, and was one of the 
chief reasons that President Strong came to 


St. Louis. The St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado Road, which is nowin process of con- 
struction, is backed by the Atchison and is its 
proposed extension into 8t. Louis. 
THE PLANS OF THE ATCHISON 

are far reaching, and contemplate not only 
making an entrance into St. Louis and 
Chicago, but also the formation of a combina- 
tion v which it can have a 
free sweep to the Atlantic. The 
B. & O. interests are friendly to the Atchi- 
son and the chief 1 now which con- 
cerns that road getting into and 
through St. Louis e and conveniently. 
The new Colorado road is being constructed 
slowly, no contracts having been made be 
yond Union and the Atchison people 
ure only waiting for developments here in 
St. Louis before A its Kansas 
City connection with this city o definite ar- 
rangements were made with the terminal and 
bridge man, but a very satisfactory under- 
standing was arrived at. 

The terminal representatives showed their 
bridge charter to President Strong and the 
others and the franchise forthe terminal road 
which they are asking from the Municipal As- 
sembly.The President and Messrs, Holling and 
Scribner were pleased with both of the he 
were told that no special privileges coul 
be given to any one road, but that all could 
use the bridge on the same basis, and that the 
bridge or. not possibly be controlled by any 
one road, nor by the owners of the present 
bridge according to the terms of the 
franchise. 

MR. STRONG SAID 

he was perfec tly satisfied with the terms, and 
all he wanted was the assurance that he would 
have ali the facilities he needed on the same 
basis as any other road. He said he could now 
make favorable terms with Mr. Gould for 
the use of his brigde, but that he 
tthe to have a new brid e if possible,and 
16 wanted to get outof the Mill Creek Valley, 
where he could get as much room as he need- 
ed. He said that he contemplated using 
as much space as the Union Depot 
occupied for his own depot, and 
ifthe franchise were granted the Terminal 
Company he would secure the propertyin an 
advantageous location and push his road 
en at once The Atchison, he 
said, ow dontrolled 9,000 miles of 
railroad, had connections by water and rail 
with the antipodes and the advantage of bring - 
ing St. Louis into connection with 
such a system can scarcely be es- 
timated. Last year the road expended 
$60,000,000 and this year would expend $27,000,- 
000'on new lines. St. Louis had only to say the 
word to bring him here. The Central Missouri 
peop ple Sal their road was held at St.
